I don't look at it as negativity ! EVERYONE should practice good 
operating procedures, even contesters ! But when there is a contest on, 
all the rules seem to go out the door ! And I basically do limit my qrp 
operation on or around 7.040 most of the time unless I'm on 20 or 30 
meters ! You would think that contesters would have enough decency to at 
least steer clear of the qrp calling frequencies where they know they 
will be covering up weak signal ops ! And by the way, I didn't suggest 
that they limit contesting to just one frequency, but I did suggest to 
give them a portion of each band ! Why not limit contesting to the 
middle 50 or 60 khz of the 40 meter sub bands and something similar on 


the other bands, and the rest to normal operations ! I've even heard 
contesting interfere with emergency traffic before ! It's this kind of 
"malicious interference" I'm talking about ! If the frequency is in use, 
it seems like the common practice for contesters is to try and take it 
over anyway !

It was about 45F with 
occasional drizzle. We put up Dan's portable shelter and a 
folding table and some chairs. We used his FT817 powered by 
my 33 AH battery. I skipped out on the monthly club meeting 
and strung up about 160 feet of wire between a couple of our 
55 foot phone poles and ran it to Dan's LDG tuner. 
Counterpoise wires (quarter wave) for 80, 40, and 20 
completed the setup. 


I'm not real familiar with the FT817, which is a pretty 
complicated little box to operate. I knew something was 
wrong when I couldn't hear anything on any band. It took me 
a while to figure out that the antenna was switched to the 
front panel dummy load rather than the back connector, which 
was hooked to the tuner. It also took a while to figure out 
that the automatic tuner didn't seem to be working (probably 
pilot problems, not having even seen one before!). The 
club's spare MFJ tuner was pressed into service and tuned 
the wire nicely. OF course there was also the problem of 
figuring out how to get a CW signal out of the 817 for 
tune-up, and I had to figure out the menus to do that. At 
least we thought ahead and realized we probably couldn't use 
a big tuner on a QRP rig and get enough meter movement to do 
tuning, so we had Dan's Radio Shack SWR meter hooked up, 
which worked great. 


Then I had to figure out how to get the keyer working in the 
817 and set the speed. By the time all that had happened, 
there wasn't anyone on 40M anymore, so it was up to 20. It 
must have been about 1800Z by then. I made several QSOs on 
20 CW before I finally figured out that the little icon on 
the radio dial meant I was running at only 1 watt, rather 
than the 5 that I put in my exchanges. I fixed that though. 


15M was very thin, barely open. We made some QSOs up there 
but not many. 10M didn't have any action when I checked it. 
40M was signal-less most of the day. 20M though - it was 
bedlam! There were some very big signals, but after a 
couple hours it seemed we'd worked most of them. Bounced up 
on 15, back to 20, checked 40. 20m was definitely where the 
action seemed to be. When the gang showed up after the 


meeting Dan went to SSB, but between the MN QSO party and 
the normal crowd we couldn't really find any FYBO action on 
20 ox any other band. We did work one or two of the MN 
folks though - some of them had rock-crusher signals. By 
this time the weather had improved and the drizzle stopped 
completely. The temperature wandered around 46-49F with a 
low of 44F for a short time. 


Steve, N7BVY showed up and took over the CW operating and 
found that I'd already worked most all of what he could 
hear. Nonetheless he persevered and found some and worked 
them, including a /PM station (imagine that!). 


When some guests and kids showed up we tried SSB again but 
were unable to make any connections. I'm afraid the kids 
ended up getting somewhat bored. At the end of the day we 
went down to 40 CW and found some action, enjoying the new 
band and working everyone we heard. The sun actually shined 
for minutes at a time, and in the sun the thermometer 
quickly hit 62F, so we hid it in a shadow. 


We operated until about 2 minutes to go and then tore down. 
It was 

a fun day. We only got about 30 QSOs in about 6 hours of 
operating 

time, which isn't any kind of record. But it was cold, and 
I was very glad 

I'd dressed appropriately. I did have to take a break or 
two and go 

in the BEARS shack to warm up. We did have fun, and we'll 
probably do this one again!

This was my first FYBO, and it was a hoot and a half! 


On the day before the contest, I set up my 2-room tent in the back yard 
between the house and a small storage shed at the back of the lot. 
Next, I put up a 20 meter dipole made from 300-ohm TV twin feedline. 
(see QST, Feb 2002) 


One extremely pleasant surprise was how WELL the "temporary" 20-meter 
dipole worked. It was fed with an electrical half-wavelength of 
300-ohm TV twin feedline which ended in a BNC- to-binding-posts 
connector for connecting to the Ki. The dipole was tied between two 
trees, using the "sling a weight into the tree" method! The ATU in the 
K1 had no problem at all matching it, and the dipole (up abt 25 ft) 
pumped out a full 5-watt rockcrusher signal all day long! 


The tent's spartan furnishings included a blue roll-up camp table anda 
lawn chair. The rig and accessories were to be put in the tent just 
before the beginning of the contest at 1600 UTC. Accessories included 
the Palm Mini-Paddles and Sony MDR-WO5 lightweight headphones. Power 
was provided by a Powertron PT7-12 (12v, 7 ah) gel cell. 


One other item proved to be a mixed blessing! That was a small ceramic 
heater that I bought at Fryes Electronics for $14.90. It worked 
sooooooo well that several times early on Saturday morning and at 
different times during the day I had to turn it off or swelter! I was 
beginning to rename the event "The Fry Your Bxxx Off" instead of 
"Freeze..." etc.! 


But that's getting ahead of the story. I woke up before 8:00 a.m. 
Central, had b'fast of scrambled eggs and toast, and then loaded up 
the tent with the rig, battery, paper and pencils, and clock. In less 
that 5 minutes all was ready to go. The temperature was 39F, which was 
the lowest temp of the day and the temp that was included in my 
exchange. The day was cold, clear, sunny...with practically no wind. 
Not a hint of rain, snow, or other "wet" stuff! 


At a few minutes past 1600 UTC, I was on the air! What a treat to call 

CQ and to give my exchange by using the memory keyer feature in the 

Elecraft Ki! It took a few minutes to get into the swing of things, but 

soon I was comfortable with the routine. Filling in the log info of the 

previous contact while the keyer dutifully automatically sent "CQ FYBO" 
in search for the next contact was just plain cool! 


Most of the rest of the day was spent in the contest -- 20 meter cw 
only. Operations centered around the 14.060 MHz QRP watering hole. 
There were plenty of participants but QRM wasn't that much of a problem 
here in North Central Texas. The K1 does quite a number on QRM! The 
least power run by any of the contestants I contacted was 960 mw (my 1st 
contact in the contest - Bruce [NC7CEE] in Arizona - nice sig!). Most 
were running the full 5 watt contest maximum. 


Sometime during the day, I finally had to take off my sweater and the 
shirt beneath it and replace them with a single lightweight knit shirt. 
The tent was actually getting HOT during the FYBO! I opened one of 
the windows and part of the door so that a breeze would blow through. 

The teeny ceramic stove had long ago been turned off! 


I signed off and began to shut everything down shortly before contest 
close time. I had worked the contest for nearly 6 hours with a break 
for lunch and a couple of other "rest" breaks. The log revealed entries 
from 18 states and one Canadian province. I was also fortunate enough 
to work NQ7RP (the sQRPions' club station). That was a real treat! At 
close of day, the temp was 44F after reaching a high of 53F. Hardly 
"FYBO" weather! 


Even though I've been a ham for over 46 years, this was really my first 
real contest of any kind. Other attempts through the years were 
intended only to work a little DX, to help with the Boy Scouts' 
"Jamboree On the Air" (JOTA), and just to provide contacts for others. 
But the FYBO was a blast, and I find myself wondering where I'll be next 
year when the FYBO contest time rolls around. Hopefully, I'll be set up 
at some more remote site...not in my back yard! 


A special thanks to all those who slowed down to my 16 wpm, who supplied 


"fills" when I just couldn't “get it" right, and who put up with less 
than perfect sending when I got tired! You're a great bunch of guys!

Hi John - 


I assume you feel the DDS Daughtercard is not functioning because you've not 
heard the frequencies on your rig at 7.040, 7.041 and 7.042 MHz as described 
in the PIC-EL test program. 


You jumper settings sound okay. HDR2 should have its shunt on pins 2 & 3, 
but the fact that you have it on pins 1 & 2 shouldn't prevent your rig from 
hearing the frequencies. (Try the shunt on 2 & 3 anyways. The cap to the 
base of Q6 might xpossiblyx be swamping the signal.) 


It's good that you have 5V coming out of the on-board regulator. 


Unfortunately, the only two instruments to directly if an oscillator 


is oscillating is an oscilloscope or an RF probe. 


see 


If you have an oscilloscope, you could first look to see if there is a 
proper 100 MHz clock being generated by the oscillator can. This signal is 
easily probed at the little thru-hole just above R1 on the left-hand side of 
the board. It should be a good quality 0-5V waveform. (Or as best your 
scope can represent it at this high frequency.) If there is no signal, your 
DDS chip will not be able to work. 


Again using an oscilloscope, you should see about a 200 millivolt 
peak-to-peak signal coming out of the DDS, as seen most easily on R3. This 
nearly same signal can be seen on the input pin (pin 1) of the MAR-1A 
amplifier. The frequency of the signal should be 7.042 MHz, as that is the 
last frequency programmed in the Test Program and the DDS card continues to 
generate that signal until that portionof the test rolls around again. 


If you have an RF probe, you should see about signal readings on the meter 
when probing in the same areas as above. Perhaps about 1V for the clock and 
about 100 mV for the RF signal itself. (This is approximate ... any signal 
level close to these would be a good sign). 


Is the DDS chip getting slightly warm at all? (This would be a good sign.) 
Is the MAR-1A amp getting warm at all? Or perhaps its bias resistor R4? 


How did you attach the DDS chip to the board? Did you do it yourself, or 
perhaps utilize the services of Mike WA6OUW, as described on the project web 
page? 


In either case, you should carefully, using a magnifying lamp of some sort, 
ensure that there are no solder shorts ‘from pin-to-pin on the DDS chipl[. 

Be careful, as there are some that are intentionally shorted with traces 
under the device. Use your schematic to see what should be shorted and what 
should not be. 


Also check to see that all leads of the DDS packaged are indeed soldered 
down to the respective pad. Sometimes they look soldered at one angle, but 
at another you may notice that a lead is hovering above the pad without 
connection. 


With the power off, use fine-pointed DVM probes and the schematic to check 
for shorts. 


Hope these ideas help. If, after checking everything to the best of your 
ability, you still have problems, you might ask some local ham to help in 
the manner I've described, using a scope. If this can't be done, you can 
return it to me witha $5 check (for return mailing and postage) and I'll do 


what I can to get it working for you. There's not guarantee, but that could 
be your last resort. 


Please let me know what you find out. Good luck!

Don't discount the value of voicing your opinions to the ARRL leadership. 
It just might work. Or perhaps my story is just an example of dumb luck. 


When Lance Bass (member of the boy band N'Sync) announced that he wanted to 
go into space, I was thrilled. I smelled an opportunity for a celebrity 
endorsement of ham radio. Astronauts use ham radio to communicate with 
students, and I fantasized about Lance Bass talking to students (many of 
whom would be big fans of him as a result of his career with N'Sync) and 
telling them about the magic of ham radio.

> least steer clear of the qrp calling frequencies where they know they

Quick test --- what is the FOC frequency, the Missouri State Net frequency, 
the RTTY DX frequency, the 40 meter AM phone meeting place, MIDCARS? Unless 
you are interested in a particular mode or activity you are not likely to be 
intimately acquainted with who "owns" each and every frequency on the dial. 
To most ops, 7040 is just another frequency, perhaps quieter than some 
others because there isnt some QRO op carrying forth there. 


> Why not limit contesting to the middle 50 or 60 khz of the 40 meter sub 
bands and something similar on 
> the other bands, and the rest to normal operations ! 


With exception of the major contests like CQWW DX contests, Sweepstakes, and 
a few others you are not likely to find a contest taking up any more 
spectrum than you mentioned above. Certainly the RTTY contesters that you 
complained about do not. While there is some activity between 7040 and 7030, 
most RTTY contesting is done between 7060 and 7095. 


> Take notice that when there is a contest going on, the rules 
> still apply, and if a frequency is busy, you are required to move ona 
> few khz. 


Get real. No one has the right to a few khz of buffer between them and 
another qso, contest or not. If you need a few khz to copy the station you 
are in qso with, get your self some decent gear. My rig is fifteen years old 
and another station S9 can be 500 hz away and I wont know it unless I fiddle 
with my RIT. 


Getting back to your original complaint, I doubt the person that called CQ 
test on top of your qso was a real contester. If he was in the contest for 
real, he would have either qsyed or signed his call and continued cqing. He 
is not about to waste time calling cq without signing just to spite you. 
Most likely you got some nitwit who jumped into the contest for an hour or 
two and got tired of looking for a clear frequency with no one operating 
nearby.

By our normal FYBO standards here at Northern Vermont QRP Society, we 
started out in a heat wave of 35F. The clouds cleared off for awhile and the 
small solar panel actually was putting more back in the battery than we were 
taking out of it with the N1BQ's K1 or WE1U's K2. But by mid-afternoon the 
temperature started dropping and by late afternoon it was snowing heavily. 
We eventually wound up with our maximum multiplier with a +18F a short while 
before the contest shutdown. Of course the temp kept going and hit -10F in 
the wee hours of Sunday morning. 


I haven't deciphered all the chicken scratchings on the log sheets yet but 
it looks like we made about 30 Q's with around 20 SPCs, and will take 
alternate power and AZ SQRPions key bennies. 


We had N1BQ, WELU, and VE2EQL operating plus Eric and Ryan (two of N1BQ's 
Boy Scout ham students) operating. 


WE1U made up a batch of his world famous BBQ ribs for dinner, whilst my XYL, 
Sara, W1SLR, had a huge pot of her world famous chili available all day 
long, completed with croissants brought by VE2EQL fresh that morning from a 
Montreal bakery (John said they were still warm when they passed through US 
Customs and he was afraid they would get 'confiscated' by the hungry border 
guards!) 


We also worked the Vermont QSO party from the warmth of my indoor hamshack 
as well and got a wonderful chance to work what must have been every bloody 
ham who ever even heard of Minnesota, or at least so it seemed (it sort of 
reminded me of the old radio comedy "Chicken Man," you know . He's 
everywhere, he's everywhere!" )

Ok, so I send my first board drawing off to ExpressPCB & a day & some 
later I get an email that the boards are underway. Tourist class. But in 
the meantime, I've reconfigured the board layout & done some other stuff. 
Like Jeff Anderson's QRP trx in a battery box. Yeah, I drew another 
board. Still ain't happy with it. Well, not that kind of happy.

First let me say that this is the one contest I never miss. I got hooked 
on it when the first one happened and have not missed one since. Although 
this time it was close... 


I had to make a quick run to Harrisburg and back in the morning, 
(about 150 mile round trip) but thought I should be back without problems 
for the start of FYBO. Suffice it to say I got back three hours after the 


start, panic ensued and I decided I'd have to go for the whole 

enchilada. Field, QRPp, battery, the full deal. JI spent an hour dragging 
the HW9, battery, table, thermometer, etc out to the shady, but realtively 
windless, side of the barn. 


An hour later I was setup, had the dipole 25' up in the trees, and sat 
down to make the best of the four hours I had left. Got K4QPC at 900m, 
and I was on my way. I figured Mr. Murphy had gotten bored waiting for me 
and moved on to an easier target. That was just the kind of solid gold 
invitation he needed to sit down and try to change my entry to multi-op :) 


I sent my call to NOUR, and when I tried to send my exchange the keyer 
decided to do it's impression of one hand clapping. So after a few choice 
words and some serious abuse of the the afore mentioned keyer, I decided 
to fix it. Battery was OK, wiring looked OK, but it would only work if it

fun. Cranked the power to 5W, closed the door, proceeded to call CQ and 
have a blast for the last two hours of FYBO. I ended up with a dismal 
1800 points and 25 Q's, but that belies the amount of fun that was had. A 
classic case of lemonade out of lemons. I had briefly thought of throwing 
in the towel and considering it a total loss, but I'm glad I didn't. Once 
you figure out that most QRP ‘tests are about the fun, and not winning, 
ole Murphy gets bored and moved on to some RTTY ops shack :) 


In about two hours of "real" operating, 25 Q's, 12 SPC's, the new score... 
Murphy 2, N3XRV 1800 


The lowest power worked was 125mW from W5KDJ in TX, lowest temp was 19F 
from KN9X in IL. Now to start planning of for next year...

The diisplay subroutines are located in the "included" file called 
LCDsubs.inc. It's a common practice to group similar routines into separate 
files and use the "include" statement in the main program (just above the 
Start1 label) and have the assembler link them all together. Thus, the main 
program is left uncluttered with various subroutines that rarely change or 
are of less interest. So just open up the specific *.inc files to see other 
routines that fully constitute the overall test program. 


The "erratic" changing of the displayed values when the encoder shaft is 


turned is a normal situation in our test program. The intention of the Test 
Program is to ensure that the various components on the board are working, 
and here it ensures that turning the encoder results in its two signals 
moving and being read by the PIC. The test program uses only the bare 
minimum of code and logic to do this, whereas a full-blown software program 
that actually uses the encoder to control something (like in the VFO program 
PEgen, also supplied on the website), you'll see a nice smooth-incrementing 
encoder-display combination. 


So the bottom line is that the routines provided in the Test Program are 
intented as rough tests for component operation, and as examples for guys to 
take and use/improve for their own specific use.

Jay, WA5WHN, Bruce, AA5B, and myself operated KK6MC as a multiop entry in 


FYBO. We set up at Gallisteo Dam, a flood control dam with picnic ground 


situated on a high ridge. We did the contest at a relaxed pace and ended up 


with 60 contacts in 25 states. When the contest started it was 25 F and 


warmed to 45 F in midafternoon, but the winds came up so it was as chilly in 


the afternoon as in the morning. 


As usual 20 M was the bread and butter band with 40 contacts and 20 SPCs. 


Activity on 40 M was sparse, at least here in NM and we only worked 9 


stations in 7 SPCs. The skip was long for daytime though and we worked MN, 
WA and CA on 40 M. I did not hear the AZ bunch on 40 M and we usually work a 
bunch of them. I think that starting later in the day and ending earlier, at 


least in the western time zones, hurts 40 M production. We worked 12 


stations in 8 SPCs on 15 M and could have worked more if there had been more 
activity. Get on 15 M in QRP contests. Signals on 15 M were loud and spread 
out; ideal contest conditions. We spent some time on 10 M CQing, which was 


open, but we couldn't rasie anybody. 


We used my K-1 on 40 M and 20 M, and Jay's FT-817 on 15M and 10 M. The 
antenna was parallel 40 M and 20 M dipoles erected as an inverted V at a 24 
feet apex. The vee was at the top of a ridge with a 30 ft cliff on one side 
and steeply sloping ground on the other. It worked well. The whole thing was 
run from a 7 AH gel cell charged by a 4W solar panel. The solar charger kept 
up nicely with the K-1 and the voltage never dropped below 13 V, but the 
FT-817 drained the battery a bit faster than it could be replenished by the 
solar panel and the voltage dropped to 12.3V or so, still fine. 


One of the highlights was working KL7R on 20 M for a bit of DX. Also worked 
Wayne, W5KDP, running 125 mW. Wayne was not strong, but was Q5. Now there is 
a labor of love.

Hello, gang. Here is my FYBO report from the wilds of ID. It snowed 
all Friday night and well into the early morning hours of Saturday. 
After an hour drive into the mountains on snow packed roads where I 
passed a car that had flipped onto its roof, I was ready to begin the 
1/2 mile snow shoe trek to the operating site that I've used for three 
other FYBOs. The temperature was just below freezing and the snow was 
wet and heavy. I had no trouble placing the first line into a tree with 
my trusty slingshot. The second line wasn't so easy because the tree 
ate the line and weight. I simply got out the baseball in a small stuff 
sack with line attached and threw it into the tree. With this 
arrangement the dipole would look more like a sloper since the line was 
about 60 feet up the slingshot tree and only 20 feet up the baseball 
tree. After pulling up the 20 m dipole to about 30 feet I dug a snow 
pit. It takes only a few minutes to dig and is a great improvement on 
simply sitting on the ground because you have what amounts to a chair to 
sit on. 


I got out the K2 and set it up on a board I'd carried in on the sled 
that held all the equipment. Whoops! Problem here. No cable from the 
paddles to the K2. Ok, back in the case goes the K2 and out comes its 
little brother the KX1. No need to bother with a cable for attaching 
that paddle. I used a Palm and NKOE's GoLog program for logging. I had 
brought a Palm keyboard, but there wasn't enough room on the board for 
both the KX1 and the Palm keyboard. I used the Palm alone with Graffiti 
writing. 


The first hour I made 10 Qs then took a short lunch break of tomato 

soup. In the next hour I made 10 more Qs. Contacts ranged from CA to 

NJ with two AK as well. Weather for both hours was 1) sun breaks, 2) 
light drizzle, 3) light snow, then 4) not so light snow. Rather than 
sit out the not-so-light snow I took everything down and headed for the 
truck. It was just a short operating time, but I had a good time anyway. 


When I got home there was still 45 minutes left in the contest so I made 
17 more Qs from the warmth of home. A good day!

Not having any experience with rotary encoders, I decided to figure 
out "what's up" last night. I learn best when figure stuff out for 
myself so I put the rotary encoder on the dual trace scope using the 
PIC-ELs helpful on-board test points. Theoretically there should be a 
90 degree phase shift between two square waves that would be visible 
at the two encoder outputs. My simpleton triggering was inconsistent 
but you could kind of see the 90 degree phase shift of the two outputs 
on the scope. Once in awhile. Rather than spending more time putzing 
with the 'oscope triggering I thought I'd just write a little piece of 
code to test how I thought it should work. I don't know how to 
program the 44780 based LCD controller yet so I just used LED1 and 
LED3 on the PIC-EL board. The code is dirt simple. Turn the control 
left (counterclockwise) and the bottom LED lights. Turn it right 
(clockwise) and the top LED lights. Most of the time. And that's the 
rub. Every once is awhile my LEDs would indicate a reverse in 
direction (opposite LED pops on) even though you haven't turned the 
knob the opposite way. Now this code is deliberately not "debounced" 
except for the 150 mS delay of lighting the LED. This was a 
deliberate choice because I wanted to see the raw behavior, warts and 
all, that an inexpensive encoder displays. The behavior I've seen has 
taught me that my future encoder code needs to be just a little 
smarter to watch for these "impossible" cases caused by the real world 
nature of the mechanical phase generator. Should be fun :) 


For the adventurous, here's the code. Cut and paste it into Notepad 
or the equivalent text editor and save it to a filename ending in 
"hex". The file must be saved as a raw text file with no embedded 
formatting info. Do not cut and paste the lines "code start" and 
"code end". Also, the code has a couple second LED blinky blinky when 
you switch from "Program" to "Run" to let you know it downloaded OK. 


Use the buffer load command with your filename.hex in FPP and you're g 


ood to do the "Erase" and "Program" thing. Remember that once you 
erase the 16F84A, the existing test suite is gone. So you may want to 
download the zipped T-PICEL version 3.4 from the AMQRP site to put 
your mind at ease before you erase the existing test program. I did :)

What you need to do is show ANY valid (at that time) tech license from 
before the ‘novice enhancement' to get credit for that as long as there is 
still a valid tech license in effect. You can loose the CSCE for 5wpm, 
but you don't loose credit for the license. 


Find an old call book you can copy pages from or borrow. There was 
for a while a group that would send a signed letter that they did the 
research and that met the requirement, but that may have ‘gone away' 
now that the 'flood' is gone. 


As to a new and/or current license, print out the current license data 
from the FCC page and they should probably accept that.
